National service programs continue to improve lives and communities in Missouri, with 858 AmeriCorps member and 3,883 Senior
Corps volunteers currently serving.

Since 1994, more than 15,000 Missouri residents have served approximately 22 million hours through AmeriCorps, earning Segal
AmeriCorps Education Awards totaling more than $50.2 million.
